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The site is where the new thoroughbred rac¬ 
ing track would be constructed. 

“We’re still disappointed about the track 
(falling apart in Romulus),” he said. “But 
we’re still working with Magna on a retail 
facility for the land, and we’re excited about 
this.” 

Campbell presented a plan to the 
Michigan Racing Commission outlining fur¬ 
ther details of his plan. 

Officials from Magna Entertainment 
Croup in July backed out of a deal to build 
Michigan Downs, a $100 million horseracing 
track slated for a parcel of land near Vining 
and Wick roads, near Interstate 94 

The announcement that Magna would 
back out of the deal came on the heels of a 
lower-than-expected earnings announcement 
by the firm.

At that time, Magna officials informed the 
Michigan Office of the Racing Commissioner 
that they would no longer seek a racing per¬ 
mit for a Romulus location. That leaves a rac¬ 
ing license for another firm to pursue. 

Weeks after the deal fell through, Magna 
officials traveled to Romulus for a series of 
meetings to determine what to do with the 
property they purchased for the track, and 
plans for a high-end retail facility began to 
take shape. 

Sharon Banks, the spokeswoman for 
Wayne County Executive Robert A Ficano, 
confirmed that the county is in talks with 
Campbell to sell or lease the Huron Township 
site, but could not say if the two parties have 
agreed on a price. 


The prospect of a horse racing track pro¬ 
posed in Huron Township surprised Romulus 
officials Monday, when news broke that a 
prominent banker was planning such a devel¬ 
opment miles from where a Romulus track 
was planned. 

Mayor Alan Lambert, who was incensed 
when officials from the Canadian-based 
Magna Entertainment backed out of plan for 
a horse racing track in Romulus, said he’s not 
angry about the Huron Township plan, but 
said he’s be curious to know more details 
about the land deal being negotiated by 
Republic Bank Founder Jerry Campbell and 
Wayne County, which owns the 24-acre parcel 
of land near Interstate 275 and Eureka Road.

The cost of keeping cable 
television and Internet hook-ups 
at Romulus City Hall will 
increase because of the exten¬ 
sive cable franchising agree¬ 
ment signed into law last year 

Romulus City Council mem¬ 
bers voted Monday night to 
amend the city budget to pay for 
the cost of cable at several 
municipal buildings. 

Roger Kadau, the city com¬ 
munications director, said the 
Uniform Video Services Local 
FVanchise Act of 2006 effectively 
negated any local control the 
city had over cable connections. 

“We used to negotiate with 
Comcast about the fees, but 
because of the agreement, we 
can’t do that anymore,” he said. 
“It’s going to cost $269.70 more 
per month to keep the existing 
connections.” 

City Hall has several cable 
connections to allow employees 
to monitor news and weather, 
and to allow them access to 
information. Under the 
statewide franchising agree¬ 
ment, local governments were 
limited in their negotiations 
with cable providers to provide 
the service. 

When the agreement was 
enacted, it allowed Comcast te 
charge for connections that hac 
been covered by the negotiator 
agreement between the city anc 
company.

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Belleville charter amendment goes to voters 


Belleville residents will see a 
ballot question for a city charter 
amendment at the polls on Nov. 6. 

According to City Clerk/Treas¬ 
urer, Diana Kollmeyer, who is also 
acting city manager, The 
Committee to ‘Keep Our Public 
Safety’ filed an initiative petition 
to amend the Belleville City 
Charter to require voter approval 
before the elimination or contract¬ 
ing of existing police and fire ser¬ 


vices. 

“They had more than the 
amount of signatures needed,” 
said Kollmeyer. “It was then sent 
to the attorney general’s office for 
language approval and the issue 
was it’s in violatioa” 

According to the Department of 
Attorney General, “it’s inconsis¬ 
tent” with the Home Rule City Act 
and other applicable law. 
However, the law requires that 


each proposed amendment sub¬ 
mitted by initiative petition be sub¬ 
mitted to the voters of the city, 
even if the governor has declined 
to approve the charter amend¬ 
ment 

Belleville city attorney Tim 
Cronin advised the city council 
members that if the amendment is 
approved by voters, he would Gle a 
challenge because it’s not consis¬ 
tent with state law and it’s not 


going to amend the charter 

“Regardless of whether or not 
people vote for or against it, it 
won’t come to fruition,” said 
Kollmeyer. “But, if it’s approved it 
will cost the taxpayers dollars for 
the city attorney.” 

Mayor Tom Fielder said the city 
council should be the people 
deciding on these kinds of policies. 

“We can’t go contrary to state 
law,” he said. “The petition system 


requires us to put it on the ballot, 
but basically it has no effect 
because it won’t be enforced.” 

Fielder said he doesn’t want to 
see residents waste their money. 

“This would be a financial bur¬ 
den on the city to tight something 
like this,” he said. “We’d be paying 
money to fight against our own | 
actions and how much is not clear. 

I don’t want to take a chance to see 
how much money this might cost”

“They’re in negotiations right 
now,” she said. 

The race track in Romulus 
was supposed to be an integral 
part of a “racino” gambling area 
in the city The track would have 
been located adjacent to the pro¬

Romulus Economic 

Development Director Tim

Banks said that question 
would have to be asked of 
Campbell, who is developing the 
site. 

Lambert said he suspects 
some of the difference may be in 
the price of the land. 


“They (Wayne County) may be 
in a position to sell the land very 
inexpensively,” he said. “We just 
can’t do that in Romulus.” 

Lambert said he is curious to 
learn more about the proposed 
track - which would still be close 
enough to the city to be an asset 
to the area 

“We’re working with Magna on 
other developments,” he said.

dents, which means a cable 
provider would gain relatively 
few new customers to pay for the 
work. 

“We also have the airport in 
the middle of the city, and they 
would have to wire around it,” 
said Kadau. 

Nevertheless, the city did sign 
an agreement with AT&T to pro¬ 
vide service, but that company 
has not yet started work on re¬ 
wiring the city. 

The franchising act specifies 


that all cities, townships, and vil¬ 
lages must use the agreement 
without substantive changes. 

The cable agreement was put 
into place in 2006 to secure $600 
million in investment by AT&T, 
which could lead to about 2,000 
new jobs in Michigaa 

When the legislation was 
under debate in Lansing, most 
municipalities opposed the 
agreement, but it was approved 
by a nearly 2-1 margin last 
December. 


Center 
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has been under construction for 
nearly two years on Wayne and 
Northline roads, is nearly com¬ 
plete and will likely open in 
December, said Tim Keyes, the 
director of economic develop¬ 
ment for the city. 

“We always wanted this to be 
a membership-based facility,” 
he said. “The cost of running the 
facility will be paid for by mem¬ 
bers - not by taxpayers.” 

Romulus, however, with 
about 23,000 residents has a 
comparatively small pool of 
potential members to support 
such a large facility. Keyes said 
municipalities within 5 miles of 
the center could bring in addi¬ 
tional members. 

“In that 5-mile area, there are 
about 50,000 people,” he said. 

Lambert said the success of 
the facility is not dependent on 
non-resident membership. 

“We’re working on member¬ 
ship costs right now with a man¬ 
agement company,” he said. 

The facility is expected to 
cover an 11-acre parcel of land, 
and the interior is expected to 
be equal to a high-end health 
club. 

The building - which was 
once a warehouse owned by the 


Overhead Crane Co. - will be 
about 90,000 square feet, not 
including outdoor amenities. 
When the facility opens in the 
winter, outdoor pools and other 
amenities will not likely be fin¬ 
ished, Keyes said. 

The project was financed by 
the Tax Increment Financing 
Authority, which city officials 
said has infused $18 million into 
the facility. 

The facility will have a main 
gym, a teen gym, Nautilus equip¬ 
ment, an Olympic-sized pool, a 
kiddie pool, a hot tub, a foun¬ 
tain-like pool, a .1-mile track, a 
rock climbing wall, rest and 
relaxation areas, a banquet hall 
and meeting rooms. 

Lambert said the next course 
ofbusiness is staffing. 

“We’re going to need a lot of 
people to run the facility,” he 
said. 

Councilman William 
Wadsworth said he would prefer 
that Romulus residents be con¬ 
sidered first for jobs; Lambert 
said the staffing considerations 
are under negotiations with a 
Baltimore-based professional 
sports management firm that 
will ultimately operate the 
entire facility. 

A contract with that firm will 
require the approval of the 
Romulus City Council. Keyes 
said he believes a contract will 
be before the council in 30 days.

Local elections are always important, but this one may be even 
more so given the political foolishness that is taking place in Lansing 
When state leaders can’t agree on anything other than to point fingers 
and second guess their decisions, it is crucial to have the right people 
minding the store at home.

Due to the increase of taxes and the lack of coop¬ 
eration from state elected officials to solve lingering 
budgetary issues in Michigan, a grassroots campaign 
has begun to recall dozens of politicians from their 
elected posts ranging from Gov. Jennifer Granholm 
to State Rep. Marc Corriveau (D-Noilhville) 

The anger and frustration felt by thousands, if not 
millions, of Michigan residents about the perfor¬ 
mance of elected officials during the $1.75 billion 
budget shortfall negotiations are deserved and gen¬ 
uine. No matter if your personal politics are more 
akin to Howard Dean or Ann Coulter, the state was 
embarrassed on a national level by the constant pos¬ 
turing of politicians being more concerned about 
making the other party look bad than working collec¬ 
tively as legislators.

Schools planning to help 
homeless students in district 


A 59-year-old Sumpter 
Township man is recovering 
after he received third degree 
burns to his legs and feet, 
along with second degree 
bums to his neck and face in a 
recent car crash. 

According to township offi¬ 
cials, the Van Buren Township 
Fire Department was dis¬ 
patched at about 5:01 a.m. on 
Oct 3 to eastbound 1-94 near 
Belleville Road in the town¬ 
ship. Witnesses reported that a 
man was trapped in a burning 
sport utility vehicle. 

All three lanes of eastbound 
1-94 were blocked by the crash 
that involved two sport utility 
vehicles. One vehicle caught 
on fire and trapped the 
Sumpter' Township man 


inside. Officers worked to keep 
the fire away from his legs. He 
was then transported to the 
University of Michigan Bum 
Center, according to officials. 

The driver of the second 
vehicle—a 48-year-old Ann 
Arbor man—was also trapped 
in his vehicle.

It’s not uncommon to find the 
homeless in dark allies, on street 
comers and in abandoned build¬ 
ings. It might come as a surprise to 
find them in classrooms in the Van 
Buren School District 

Pete Lazaroff Jr., superinten¬ 
dent of Van Buren Public Schools, 
told school board members Sept 
24 there are students who are 
technically homeless living in the 
district, and officials are taking 
steps to provide some help to 
them. 

“It’s just very sad to see fami¬ 
lies coming in...that have to be 
classified as homeless because 
they’ve lost their home and are 
now living with family or friends 
in the community, due to job loss,” 
Lazaroff said. 

According to Dr. Susan 
Fleming, supervisor of special ser¬ 
vices for the district, the number of 
homeless students this year has 
doubled from September of last 
year. While it’s too soon to tell, 
Lazaroff predicts the numbers will 
continue to increase. Last year a 
total of 20 families were registered 
as homeless. 

“I think his projection is right,” 
Fleming said. “I know many that 
are homeless go unidentified.” 
Her department is working with 
four registered families, but 


Fleming said she expects that 
number to double this week 

“What we are having difficulty 
with is people expressing the 
need,” Fleming said. “I think it’s 
much higher than that Usually 
what happens in the homeless 
population is they try to hide the 
fact that they don’t have a perma¬ 
nent residence” 

A number of things go into 
identifying the homeless and 
Fleming said the special services 
department is currently working 
on staff training to help identify 
families that could benefit from 
these services. This training 
includes understanding the 
McKinney-Vento Homeless 
Assistance Act 

The act details the classifica¬ 
tion criteria for being homeless. 
Once a family is registered the 
school district is required to pro¬ 
vide them with transportation to 
and from school. Other services 
may include free meals, providing 
school supplies and clothing. 
These services can still be provid¬ 
ed after a family gets permanent 
housing if they are still needed, 
she added. 

If parents don’t have the proper 
paperwork (birth certificate, 
Social Security card) to enroll 
their children, they can still be 
enrolled. 

“Quite often in these cases, 
whether there was a house fire, or 


things got lost or moved.. .there is 
abuse or fleeing to a shelter, they 
may not be able to retrieve 
records,” Fleming said. 

Susan Farber, principal at 
Rawsonville Elementary where a 
number of homeless students 
attend, said these students should 
be treated with extra special love 
and attention. Farber also 
explained a number of ways 
teachers identify these students. 

If a child is unwilling to talk 
about where he or she lives, if the 
child has been to many schools in 
a period of time, if they don’t 
bathe regularly and if they don’t 
seem to have proper clothing, they 
may not have a permanent resi¬ 
dence she said. 

“What happens with these stu¬ 
dents is some of them become 
very highly mobile, meaning they 
don’t stay in one place or once 
school district very long,” Fleming 
said. “Their education attainment 
is negatively impacted - signifi¬ 
cantly.” Fleming said each move 
sets a student back four to six 
months in his or her educatioa 

“I think part of the difficulty is 
saying “homeless”,” Fleming said. 
“To use a another term would be 
less threatening” 

Fleming, Lazaroff and Farber 
all agree the increase in the num¬ 
ber of these students is due to the 
poor economic situation in the 
State of Michigan.

The Heartbreak Kid 

Film fails to live up to hype

The Heartbreak Kid is not 
There’s Something about Mary, 
that’s for sure. 

Starring Ben Stiller, the film is 
the Farrelly Brothers’ ninth 
directorial collaboration. This 
one, about the pitfalls of a hasty 
marriage, may leave audiences 
wondering: When did the magic 
die? 

Stiller reprises his role as the 
love-addled every man who just 
can't catch a break. He plays 40- 
year-old Eddie Cantrow, a man on 
the verge of a nervous breakdown 
because he’s yet to met Mrs. 
Right 

Enter Lila (Malin Ackerman), 
an environmental researcher 
whom Eddie meets while trying 
to save her from a purse-snatcher 
The two embark on a fairy tale 
courtship that is cut short when 
Lila tells Eddie that her company 
is moving her to Holland. It seems 
the only other employee up for 
the assignment is married and, 
per company policy, no married 
employees are ever forced to 
relocate. 


As if this weren’t enough hus¬ 
tle, bullying him toward these 
sudden nuptials are Stiller’s 
womanizing father Doc, played 
with characteristic panache by 
real life dad Jerry Stiller, and 
advice from his best friend Mac, 
played by Rob Corddry, who is 
newly wedded himself and look¬ 
ing for scapegoats to share his 
misery. 

Caught up in the moment— 
and desperate for some life vali¬ 
dation—Eddie proposes, and he 
and his new wife take off on a 
four-week honeymoon to a 
Mexican paradise. 

This is when the ‘fun’ really 
gets rolling. 

In the first 24-hours of married 
life, Eddie finds out that his hot, 
young wife is irritating, unem¬ 
ployed and a recovering drug 
addict 

Lila, played perfectly by 
Ackerman, accuses Eddie of 
being a control freak when he 
advises her to wear sunscreen, 
and likes to have her hand held 
while she eats. She also sings 
along.with the car radio. All the 
time. To every song. 

FUrther complicating matters 


is the fact that while Lila, cooped 
up in their hotel room recovering 
from a sunburn Eddie ‘tricked” 
her into, Cantrow meets the girl 
of his dreams. Miranda, played by 
Michelle Monaghan, is opposite 
of Lila in every way: rational, 
funny, down to earth and 
employed. Eddie convinces him¬ 
self that Miranda is the woman 
he was fated to meet and begins 
courting her on the sly. 

What makes this movie so dis¬ 
appointing is that, as far as 
romantic comedies go, this one 
should’ve been a grand slam. A 
man meets the girl of his dreams 
on his honeymoon? There’s 
potential there. Still, The 
Fhrrellys manage to botch it 

Poor pacing, an off-track sec¬ 
ond act and an irresolute ending 
are partly to blame, as is Stiller’s 
lackluster performance of a worn 
out persona. Is anyone else out 
there sick of seeing this guy play 
it straight? To make this role 
work, Ackerman would’ve had to 
be less likable, Stiller more lik¬ 
able, or this other woman really 
something. 

Although Miranda is likable, 
she definitely not the lype to turn 


a man’s life on its axis. 

Thankfully, the script does 
have some funny moments, 
though, mostly because 
Ackerman is such a joy to watch. 
A comic natural, she never quite 
lets Lila stray off into the arena of 
the super spoof, managing to hold 
on to her character’s basic 
humanity. This plays a lot better 
in the face of Eddie’s frantic 
betrayal and, though she some¬ 
times reminds the audience so 
much of Cameron Diaz it’s eerie, 
the scenes between her and 
Stiller are some of the funniest in 
the film. 


Be prepared for jokes that 
stray into the revolting, however 
In typical Earrely boy fashion, no 
comedy is ever complete without 
jokes so crude the audience finds 
itself averting its eyes. Is this even 
funny anymore? Didn’t shock 
humor go out when Howard 
Stem moved to satellite? 

What the Flarrellys and Stiller 
both seem to have forgotten is 
that comedy, like marriage, is 
essentially just follow through. 

When did the magic die? In 
this film, as in Stiller’s short, ill- 
fated marriage, it died before it 
ever really began.

She knows, though, that if she doesn’t break 
the record it’s not the end of the world.” 

Hard rick didn’t start her diving career 
until she was a freshman fresh off of the 
gymnastics mat The high school doesn’t 
' offer gymnastics so that made her look for 
something else. When she would go to her 
older sister Courtney’s swim meets she 
would watch the divers and say that she 
could do that 

She quickly realized it wasn’t that easy. 

“It wasn’t as easy as it looked and took a 
while to get use to it” she said. “It is com¬ 
pletely different than gymnastics technique 
wise.” 

She now admits that she likes diving bet¬ 
ter despite an occasional close call. As a 
sophomore she was a fraction too close to 
hitting her head on the board on a reverse 
dive. It spooked her but didn’t stop her 

“I had to get right back up to finish the 
meet but I didn’t want to do that dive,” she 
admitted. ‘Tm still scared of them, but I do 
them.” 

She gets extra reps training with the 
Wyandotte Dive Club, too. There she gains 


another advantage as she scopes out a lot of 
the competitors she will face off against 
come regional time. 

In her spare time Hardrick is a varsity 
cheerleader; a cheerleader instructor to 
the 8-to 10-year-old Cougar squad; studies 
in the high school’s video and graphics pro¬ 
gram; and is a mentor to the other divers 
on the team.

It’s a dog’s life for Mike Jones. 

The 36-year-old businessman 
from Westland has spent the bet¬ 
ter part of the summer renovat¬ 
ing a long-vacant building on 
Michigan Avenue in Inkster for 
a new pet food and supply store. 

And, for a nominal fee, he’s 
even offering to build a dog 
house for any resident that lacks 
an adequate home for Fido. 

“I’m a carpenter by trade, 
and I can build several dog 
houses a day,” he said from his 


new store, Total Pet Supplies, at 
28664 Michigan^ Ave. at 
Springhill Street. “I plan on 
being a one-stop shop for dogs 
and their owners.” 

Those same skills Jones uses 
to build the doghouses came in 


handy when the former freight 
company operator made a deal 
with the owner of a vacant strac- 
ture that used to be an automo¬ 
tive pails warehouse. The struc¬ 
ture, however, had been vacant 
for three years when Jones first 


expressed interest in the build¬ 
ing” 

“When I came here, there 
were parts all over, and there 
was quite a bit of work to be 
done,” he said. “I gave the build¬ 
ing a facelift, and I’m planning 
on working on the parking lot 

“I’ve put my heart and soul 
into this store,” he added. “I 
want it to look good.” 

Businesses like Total Pet 
Supplies, which made a vacant 
building viable again, have been 
sought by the city to transform 
Michigan Avenue. For his part, 
Jones said he chose Inkster 
because he saw an improving 
business picture on Michigan 
Avenue. 

‘The restaurant next door is 
going to re-open, and things are 
really improving,” he said. “I 
thought the location was a good 
one.” 

Pet supplies - once entirely 
the domain of small business 
owners like Jones - has evolved 
into a $40 billion industry in the 
United States in 2007, according 
to the American Pet Products 
Manufacturer’s Association. The 
same study said that 44 million 
homes in the United States are 
occupied by one or more dogs - 
which are by far the most popu¬ 
lar pet to own. 

That growth - and the fact 
that people are more willing to 
pamper pets - fueled the prolif¬ 
eration of pet superstores in the 
1990s. 

Jones thinks that a mom-and- 


pop pet store will be welcome 
despite the larger stores 
because he has much of the 
same merchandise, and he is 
competitive on price. 

“We have the most popular 
brands that the big guys have, 
and we come in either the same 
or less (on price),” he said. 

He also stocked up on sup¬ 
plies such as dog leashes, chew 
bones, squeeze toys, and health 
merchandise like flea powder. 
There is also a limited selection 
of cat and bird supplies. 

On Jones’ first day of business 
in August, he had only a handful 
of customers, but that number 
has steadily increased as drivel's 
traveling on Michigan Avenue 
have noticed the store. 

“I get people coming in after 
work and before work” he said 
“The number of customers i; 
going up. We’re hoping to stil 
get more people.” 

He now has two employees. 

“We have a board up on tfr 
wall so people can picture o 
their pets in and post them,” hi 
said. “I want to know mon 
about them, and we encourage 
customers to bring their pet- 
in.” 

Jones said he knows the busi 
ness climate in Michigan is for 
midable, but said an overriding 
concern for animals in the citj 
and beyond continues to moti 
vate him. 

“I’m absolutely willing to dc 
what it takes to be successful,’ 
he said.
